Your  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
statement: 

In  the  selection  of  books  for  purchase,  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  the  money  appropriated  by  the  town  for 
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that  purpose  was  devoted  to  obtaining  books  for  young 
girls,  of  which  there  was  found  to  be  a  scarcity.  For  a 
guide  in  this  department  application  was  made  to  Miss 
Mary  L.  Titcomb,  Librarian  of  the  Rutland  Free  Library 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  of 
Vermont.  A  list  was  received,  which  was  quite  implicit- 
ly followed.  Its  source  was  a  guaranty  of  the  high  quali- 
ty of  the  books  recommended;  and  we  are  glad  to  be  as- 
sured that  they  have  given  much  satisfaction. 

In  addition  to  new  books  purchased,  fifty-two  vol- 
umes have  been  rebound.  The  books  which  require  new 
binding  are  generally  favorites,  and  much  disappointment 
is  avoided  by  their  being  made  available  to  readers.

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LIBRARIAN'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  Silsby  Free  Public  Library: 

The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  Library 
year,  ending  Feb.  1,  1899,  has  been  8972,  an  average  of 
172  a  week.  The  largest  number  loaned  in  any  one  day 
was  181.  A  record  kept  of  the  class  of  books  loaned  on 
a  single  Library  day  was  as  follows,  74  fiction,  29  juvenile, 
5  travels,  3  biography,  and  4  other  books,  total  115. 

Sixty-seven  new  borrower's  cards  have  been  issued 
making  the  whole  number  of  borrowers  798.  Of  the  161 
volumes  added  during  the  year;  108  have  been  by  pur- 
chase, 41  donated,  and  12  from  State  and  Government. 
The  Library  now  contains  4659  volumes.  Fifteen  dollars 
in  fines  have  been  collected.  Since  June,  1898,  the  read- 
ing room  has  been  supplied  with  the  following  periodicals: 
Review  of  Reviews,  Harper's,  McClure's,  Munsey,  and 
St.  Nicholas.  Someone  has  kindly  added  the  Woman's 
Home  Companion  with  subscription  paid  to  Nov.  1899.
